While the Boston Club patent is relevant individually, it is especially relevant 
when examined in combination with the Sunreeve patent, which was included in an Information 
Disclosure Sheet submitted by the applicant in this Reissue. Specifically, the Boston Club patent 
r-^ teaches top-down eyewear frames coupling while the Sunreeve patent discloses auxiliary to primary 
h± frames, ooupled by magnets lying parallel to the plane of the lens.
